The Oil! Introduced by General Butler in Congress
was less a topic of conversation in Wall street than
would be supposed. Except by a Caw of the more

Venerable of the banking fraternity tt was hardly
discussed, uncomplimentary aa the fact may aeem to
Wte author of so remarkable a financial measure.

Whatever effect It did produce was not so much by Its
own propositions as from a belief that It foreshadows
Congressional action With referenoe to the ourrency
prejudicial to the interests of the gold and bond gam¬
blers of Wall street. Among the majority tt created
no apprehension, Its provisions embracing a change
so swooping and extensive aa to place tt outside
the possibility of being made a law during the
present session. Congress has so often stultified
llself on the financial question that the great mass of
financiers begin to lose all hope of wise action.
Gold, whioh was coming down the scale during the
recess of Congress, la now travelling back again, and
this witb a very flattering opening of business for tbe
new year. It is difficult to foresee what tbe remain¬
der of the session will bring forth. The policy ol
..masterly inactivity" un'll the Incoming of the new
administration, with a President and Congress fresh
from the people, wonld be the most sensible one for
the unexpired term of the present body. Wall
Street would certainly prerer it.
The money market to-day was easy. The prevail¬

ing rate on call loans was seven per cent, currency.
A few transactions are reported at coin interest, but
they are so exceptional as not to morlt quotation.
As on the previous day money was most hctlvo la
business noun. Alter half-past two o'olock balauces
were offering at six per cent, while a large number
of lenders were unable to place their funds. The In¬
terest rate Is tenacious In keeping at the legal figure.
The supply of money oft hand Is plentiful and more
than is ordinarily requisite. The demand is sus¬
tained by the heavy investments in stocks,
which were so extensively purchased by ope¬
rators in anticipation of a strong upward
movement with the passage of quarterly statement
time, la this as la many other things the advance
had been oonnted upon, and hence holders are not
disposed to sell. Wall street operators are begin¬
ning to be so sharp that they can foresee and make'
allowance for every contingency of the future. No¬
thing is new with them nowadays. For lustauca,
the Pacific Hallway Is to be completed some time
this year. It Is confessed on all sides that it will
have an important Influence upon -all lines of rail¬
way running from the Atlantic oities to tbe Missis¬
sippi river. This influence Is now discounting at
pretty near Its par value, and the completion of
the road will come and go as quietly aa if It was a
most ordinary matter.
4 Tbe foreign bankers have been free purchasers of
gold during the past few days for shipment to
Europe, the high rate of exchange making the trans¬
action profitable. The effect of these sales, aided as
they were by apprehensions for the resnlt of the
Parts Conference and a little uneasiness concerning
General Batter's bill, was to canse an important
advance In the premium. Tbe opening prloe was
186*. with a relapse to 136*. From this point the
market became active, and the price at a quarter-
past four o'olock had risen to 130.

The Boston Advertiter of this morning thus refers

to financial affairs in that cltyt.
There Is little In the present condition of the money

market requiring special comment. Tho demand
continues moderately active, and the banks are gen¬erally able to take more or /lesa outside paper wl
supplying the calls of their customers to a liberal
extent. There is. however, no auoh superabundance
of currency in the hands of banks and lendera as to
affect the charge on money materially, and rates are
generally well sustained. Depositors are generally
accommodated at 7 peroenton discounts, but the best
outside paper Is in little request if held at any lower
rate than 8 per cent, aud many transactions are mado
at 8X aud 9 per cent. Call loans range from 6 to 7
per cent on govcrumeut collaterals, with a lair de¬
mand.
The mst weekly statement of the Boston banks

shows what thee Institutions have been doing for
the relief or accommodation of their customers the
past week, and indicates the sufilctent basis on
which It has beeu done. For Instance, they have In¬
creased their loans $2,303,363, but In doing so they
Rave withdrawn their balances from the other banks
to the extent of $1,198,490, and increased their circu¬
lation $126,849, and have been strengthened by an
increase In individual deposits of $644,124, and an
Increase in country bank balances of $851,373. Their
reserve U kept up by an Increase of $871,943 in speclo
(of which they hold $3,076,344), while legal tender
notes (of which they hold $12,864,700) have decreased
but $73,572.

In
view of the brightening prospect there la a much
more cheerful reeling among the trade in general.

part of the profit that Western Europe automated
upon by the cutting of the isthmus of Sues, and to
render our means of communication with the farEast easier by war of America than by the Isthmusof Sues. In rapidity of trajei they vte with the
spaed of the English mails. By going from Kng-1land to New York, from Mew York to San Francisoo
by the Pacific Railroad, a great portion of which has
been opened to traffic, and from Han Kraucisco to
Yokohama, the journey is performed almost as
quickly as via Marseilles, Malta and Hues.
Europe is quite right in not abandoning the mo-|nopoiy of the commerce of the Pacific to America.

France will soon have a line of steamers between
Panama and japan, and a line is spoken of that will!
run between Tahiti and San Francisco. England alaol
Intends inaugurating a regular service between Ann-1
tralia and the port of San Francisco. All these ves-1
sets, for the same motive, must station at Honolulu.
Ilence the reason will be seen why England and I

Iiet us add that we have more than a commercial
Interest in objecting to the annexation of the Hawaii
lslandmto their "close neighbors,'' as savs Mr. John-
sou. Vw government of the united Mtates is on
such good terms with the Cabinet of St. Petersburg
that we must admit that, should war unfortunately
break out between Russia and the Western Powers,
she could carry it out not only in the Baltic and
Black Sea, bat even in the Atlantic and Pacific. Mo
country is more suited to equip terrible and hardy
corsairs than the United States. Once establish ed
at Hawaii they would be masters of the Paclfle. We
hope that English and. French diplomacy will not
tolerate the destruction of the inoffensive monarchy
or Kamehameha V. to the benefit of its turbulent
neighbors.
